REPORT ON on 10 MEETING 

The meeting got right underway with the lecture by Dick Kolbjfy, | 
K6HIiJ, who gave us a highly detailed technical description of the over- 
all CSCAR program, as well as the specific equipmant tested on the Bly- 
bys on Sept. 11 and Sept, 25, Although the talk was well over the heads 
of all but our guests from the UHF Society, it was well presented, and 
Dick is a jovial sort of guy who is fan to listen to. To sum up some | 
of what he said, it turns out the OSCAR repeater being flown by us these 
days is quite definitely to go up in the next launch, probably early 
next year, but there are some other candidate packages that may go up 
with it, Each "OSCAR" module is a sealed box that fits into a specified 
compartment, with plugs for the “gesentah” and the “gesoutah"” (I don't 
know how to spell these rather interesténg expresstons). Each "OSCAR" 
also has to pass very stringent space qualification tests, There are 6 | 
boys in the rocket for "OSCARS", and apparently these boys are filled 
with an equivalent amount of lead if not used, probably in order not to 
foul up the trajectory computers, | 

Dick explained what is the relation of AMSAT (in Maryland) and OSCAR, 
Inc. or other groups like it, AMSAT is like a "holding company"; that | 
is, the AMSAT people are organizing types (probably aerospace company 
executives who are hams) and they promote launches by NASA, motivate 
other groups like OSCAR to get on the ball and get packages built, push 
ARRL to promote CSCAR-type activities, etc, 

Dick pointed out that the correct procedure for calling through the 
CSCAR transponder this Saturday (or any time) is as you would through 
any repeater; that is, you don't call WA3NDS, you call CQ or station 
and log WA3NDS, with a list of stations called to the right in the re- 
marks area, (I hope I got this straight - if not, somebody please let | 
me know at the meeting). 


After coffee and doughnuts, Dick dontinued talking about ham 
microwave techniques and equipment, Dick happens to be a Senior Engi-~ 
neer at JPL (Cal Tech) in the RF Development Group at Goldstone, and 
manages the Deep Space microwave test facilities, He described a sin- 
ple to build a 3,3 GHz set up that any good beer~-drinking ham ought to 
be able to build, It consists of a Klystron tube oscillator (cheap, 
like 7 for a buck), coupled tnto a beer can, with "gensintahs" and 
gesoutahs" and a diode mixer attached. The output of the mixer goes to : 
an IF amplier and FM receiver, coupled to an FM modulated oscilator that 
somehow locks up with the other guys TX oscillator so both ends stay 
on the same frequency.

OSCAR TRANSPONDER TESTS 
By the time you get this paper, the fun Will have been all over, 
so this article is just to let you know what happened on the W60TX 
expedition to Mt, Hamilton on Sept. 11 aud what is pla. .ed for Sept. 25. 


DISASTER ON MT, HAMILTON! !? 

-Early Saturday morning, Sept, 11, the W6CTX expedition started out 
from the trailer in three vehicles, but came back in only two vehicles, 
One of the cars managed to wind up upside down in a gully half way up 
the mountain, Fortunately, I was on the 7225 ground n:t all the time, 
and as soon as I learned of the accident I informed Lee, WB6BJB and 
Cliff, W6HDC, and I forget which one of them called tio Nighway Patrol, 
The overturned car was totally wrecked, but luckily nobody got hurt, 
expect Dan Lutz, WN6DVA, from the San Carlos Club, who was slightly 
semactched up in the face, The others in the car were Gene Sussli, 
WA6NVU, (driver and owner) and Mike Bach, WB6FFC, Gene, as you all 
know, is president of the San Carlos Club, Also, in my Datsun péckup 
was Greg Garcia, WB6DAI, of the San Carlos Club, and Glenn Tomlin, 
WA6KKK, was in the third vehicle, Glenn Works at SRI and he brought 
along his 7 element 2-meter beam, as well as his VHF and general 
technical expertise which came in handy as the rest of us seemed to be 
pretty disorganized. While driving up the mountain, Mike was trying 
to repair his Pawnee and talking through it to Greg who had a 2~-er in 
my truck, We were ahead of Gene, and suddenly we lost contact with 
them, but we figured they merely pulled over because somebody was car 
sick, So we kep on because equipment had to be set up out my truck, 

. and. we thought they would be along soon, When we reached the top we 
asked somebody that just arrived after us if they had passed a blue car, 
They said they did, in the ditch. At that point I called Lee on the 
ground net, as we knew for sure it had to be our friends, It took us 

a half hour to get back down to the scene of the accident, and after 

we picked up what we could of equipment and my tools (which had flown 
all over the car and down the. gully, covered up by a landslide), we

decided this wasn't going to keep us from reaching our goal, after 
coming all this way.. So they all piled into Glenn's little Datswm 
wagon and we rushed back up the hill to see if we could still mate 
the transponder contact. As it turned out, we got to the top just 
when the plane turned around » and we heared WA6JPR from down south 
through it - and the beacon coming out of it, but we did not hear the 
battered up Pawnee come out of it on 10, We're not even sure whit 
kind of a signal was coming out of it! 


BAY AREA STATIONS SUCCESSFULLY CONTACTED SOUTHERN STATIONS 
As it turned out, at least somebody managed to work down anio the 
uA, basin through the transponder, Bob Stein, W6NBI, who buils up 
our prototype tunable converter on the 2 meter project, contacter | 
WABJPR on SSB, and apparently somebody else also down in the Sunyvale | 
area got into the thing from down there, so I guess we did hot hve | 
to all the way up that wretched mountain road to try to break the 
repeater, Incidentally, when WG6NBI hit it, it was somewhere near 
Los Banos, and the northernmost portion of its journey, 


PAARA HAMS TO THE RESCUE 

I have to express my gratitude here to Lee, WBGBJB, and Cli‘?, 
W6HDC, for getting off the ground net and sticking by the freqnercy 4 
up 7 Ke from the net so I could keep in touch during emergency, until 
we got underway and reached the top of the hill again, Also, thanks 
are due to ED, W6AWN, who took over from Lee when he had to leave for 
personal reasons, Doc, WAGOPA, tried fo help us but Signals were mt 
teo good between us, We appreciated Cliff's 2 KW linear being fired 
up to help us, as were in a gully and ground waves were fairly badly 
snuffed out at the accident scene. It turns out Cliff got into trou-~ 
ble with his neighbors over that - his 2 kilowatts were apparently 
ringing phone bells all over the neighborhood, Sorry about that, 
Cliff ~- we understand your rig was clean, and the FCC is Tight behind 
you, but we all know (very well, some of us) how that does not mak 
a bit off difference with the neighbors -- they don't give a hoot) 


PLANS FOR THE SEPTEMBER 25 FLY~BY 
W60TX will be on the ground net again, with Lee, WB6BJB, assist- 
ing the ground net on 7225, as on Sept, 11. Also Bob Bau, W6BFK, 
Hal Moore, W6DEF, and possibly some other PAARA members will assist 
monitoring on 10 meters and relieving Lee on 40, I intend to operate
